su ch as frogs larv ae the regen­ 
eration of am pu tated limbs is 
passible, so long as the nerv es 
are left intact. 
Bu t cu tting off the nerv e con­ 
nections renders the regenera­ 
tion of the am pu tated limbs, 
su ch as the forearms, impos­ 
sible. 
In 
case 
of 
hu man 
beings 


whose 
limbs 
are 
sev ered, 
throu gh su rgical operation or 
w ar or accident, the regenera­ 
tion of the lost limbs has not 
been observ ed, despite the fact 
that nerv es remain activ e. 
The reason for this is that 
the su rgeons “close the wou nd,” 
they said. 
If the wou nd cou ld 
be left open, according to the 
new researches, there is reason 
to believ e that regeneration of 
the am pu tated parts wrou ld oc­ 
cu r. 
Wou nds hav e to be closed in 
order 
to 
prev ent 
continu ou s 
bleeding. 
Wou ld it be possible 
to dev ise some method of check­ 
ing the ou tflow of blood from 
the wou nd, withou t closing the 
wou nd ? 
That is the problem 
for inv estigation.

ITLER aud bib N azis are no more intelli­ 
gent than the British. 
Indeed they 
are probably less intelligent, on the whole. 
But as the Devil is supposed to do, they 
get up early and work long hours and con­ 
centrate on the job. 
They figure out all 
sorts of ingenious deviltry and act quickly. 


The British seem to think and plan and 
act in war. as in other things, more slowly 
and deliberately. 
And perhaps this tem- 
permental 
difference 
is responsible for 
some of the tragic mess they find them ­ 
selves in just now. 
We Americans, who likewise have a 
tendency to blunder and mess around 
rather tragically before we get going in 
such 
matters as military preparedness, 
may not have much license to preach to 
our British friends about it. 
Still, a recent 
column of comment on this theme by Paul 
Mallon is impressive. 
He points out vari­ 
ous ways in which the British seem to have 
blundered about their shipping, when they 
might have prevented much of the loss by 
precautions which American observers at 
Washington consider rather obvious. 
Possibly the British officials responsi­ 
ble for such matters are too close to the 
problem, 
and too much 
harassed 
and 
frightened by the terrible destruction of 
their shipping and war materials, to act 
quickly and effectively.

reason, a time has come when there must 
be such action.

In the N avy it is largely the other 
way around. 
A striking illustration is the sharp con­ 
trast iii the attitude of the two Depart­ 
ments on the question of an Assistant Sec­ 
retary for Air. 
Deciding 
that

Army Air Corps needed a central direct­ 
ing head, Stimson and Patterson selected 
Robert 
Lovett, N ew York 
banker and 
World War ace, for the job and had the 
President appoint him. 
There was no 
interference from the generals, and Air 
Corps chiefs are working harmoniously 
and effectively with their new civilian 
boss. 
Navy brasshats. on the other hand, are 
fighting tooth and nail to block a similar 
civilian intrusion into their gold-braided 
realm. 
Through high-powered lobbying 
operations 
in the House, the admirals 
wormed into the $3,500,000,000 Navy Ap­ 
propriation Bill a provision that would 
make it impossible to name an Assistant 
Secretary for Air. 


LOCAL TAX THRIFT 


T A X P A Y E R S are often strangely indif- 
* 
ferrent to local tax affairs. 
They 
seem to give most of their attention to 
federal taxes, studying them more careful­ 
ly and expressing 
opinions 
about 
them 
more regularly than about any other tax­ 
es. 
The Taxpayers Federation of Illinois 
is trying to change that attitude. 
It has gathered information about local 
taxes, how they are authorized, how much 
interest in them citizens show, and so on. 
It found an average attendance of only 12 
voters at 40 different town meetings at 
which local budgets wer^ voted. 
In one 
city that adopted a budget of $124,090— 
a large sum for such a town— only two citi­ 
zens attended 
the 
meeting, 
and 
one of 
them was a newspaper reporter. 
The national defense situation requires 
heavy federal spending. 
It is therefore 
the more important that non-essential, non­ 
defense, local expenditures be kept at the 
lowest point 
possible, that 
efficiency be 
greater than ever before, and that every

The prohibitive clause is a very slick 
piece of axing. 
On its face it has no con­ 
nection with tile proposed civilian appoin­ 
tee. 
It m erely bars tile expenditure of 
Navy funds “ for any additional positions 
. . . at a rate of compensation in excess of 
$5,000 a year.” 
The pay for an Assistant 
Navy Secretary’ is $8,OOO a year. 
One of the leaders of this undercover 
lobby was Rear Admiral John IL Towers, 
chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics, who 
would be subordinated if a civilian is ap­ 
pointed. 
Towers, who knows his way 
around on Capitol Hill, buttonholed m em ­ 
bers of the House Appropriations Commit­ 
tee with this argum ent: 
“The job probably will be filled with a 
political appointee. 
That m ight be dan­ 
gerous in this extrem ely critical period. 
Besides, we're running our air force quite 
satisfactorily and we don’t need any more 
experts.” 
Towers got his w ay in the House, but 
in the Senate he was thrown for a loss. 
Administration leaders curtly eliminated 
the obstructive provision and followed this 
up by privately notifying House leaders 
that it was going to stay out.

Towers was understood by House members 
to have in mind his ex-brain truster Tom 
Corcoran, whom N avy Under Secretary

• The term “neu ritis” is used 
very loosely and there is, I think, a 
considerable am ount of m isunder­ 
standing about it because the lay­ 
man means one thing by it and the 
doctor means another thing by it. 
How it all began I don’t know , but

I suppose some doctor, some time, 
said rath er carelessly to a patient 
who had pain, “ Oh, you have neu­ 
ritis !” At any rate, the custom 
has grown to caJl nearly any sort 
of pain which is along muscles or 
i.erve tracks “ neuritis.” The prop­ 
er term Cor this, I believe, is “ neu­ 
ralgia.” 
N euritis means something ra th ­ 
er specific in medical language. 
The firs1 symptom of neuritic in­ 
stead of being pain. is more likely 
to be numoness. 
True neuritis 
seldom affects one nerve. U sually 
there are a number involved. The 
nerves undergo a form of degen­ 
eration. The hasids and fest are 
most often affected. Tho patient 
commences to have numo se: na­ 
tion.; in the toes, the soles ar I in 
the tips of the fingers. Sometimes 
“ pins and needles” feeling, tin ­ 
gling, and a deadness, as if the 
finger and toes were covered with 
a rubber glove. “ Ants crawling 
along the skin” is one of the err- 
presoion- • ffe»-ed. The patient is 
inclined to rub the p art because 
he thinks the circulation .s poor. 
L ater on there may be a certain 
am ount of loss of muscle power. 
We have come to u n d ersta te a 
good deal more about neuritis ;n 
the last few years. It is seen in 
alcoholic addicts, in lead workers, 
and may be caused by constant ex­ 
posure in occupation to nearly any 
heavy metal. One particular form 
occurs in pregnancy, where the 
vom iting in the early months u 
extrem e.

Now, it has long been known 
th a t there was a disease in the 
O rient called “ beri-beri,” which 
consists mostly in a neuritis of 
this particular form and type but 
until recently nobody associated 
the two types together. The neu­ 
ritis of beri-beri is known to be 
caused by dietary deficiency. It is 
obvious, however, th at in the case 
of the alcoholic addict and in per­ 
nicious vom iting of pregnancy, or 
prolonged vomiting of any kind, 
the individual is on a dietary de­ 
ficiency. The alcoholic does not eat 
because lie gets his calories ou* of 
his alcohol. 
The specific dietary deficiency 
which occurs in beri-beri is due to 
ack of Vitamin R and it has been 
found th a t in cases of neurit s, in 
alcoholic addiction, or pregnancy,

the use of Vitamin B will restore 
things to normal within a very 
short time.

A peculiar form of symptom in 
neuritis of this type is th a t the 
patient is unable to make fine dis- 
criruinations in the realm of the 
scr.sc o f feeling. Brush his finger­ 
tips with a camel’s h air brush and 
he feels nothing.
